htau1 now hud the men remained in t-lte 
South instead of being brought here. 


"'.u.o change of climate has lessened 


the effect of fevers and improved the con- 
dition of --e men. As a consequence the 
only Siuuiess which can be attributed to 
this camp is dysenitery or lesser troubles, 
which may 
huvo been caused by. ihe 


change of wict or water. 


"So far none of the fevers have been ia- 


cngeneous to the camp. But if" the1 uicn 
remain they certainly will be attacked 
witii ~yphoid fever. Tills will be dus t-o 
the germs whioh they will gc; hi the 
water. For a time .this camp will be a 
healthy one, but in a few week-s. typhoid 
:'evcr germs from sinks nnd cesspools, 
now so thickly scattered abou;, will per- 
meate the earth and contamiiu-tc the 
water 
supply. To make 
this place 


lieau.iy we should 
have a system of 


drainage which would carry away all the 
germs, but to build such would cost a 
large sum, owing to-the extent of the 
camp." Several hundred additional cofcs 
were put in at the different hospitals this 
morning and there is now enough room 
to accommodate al the sick. •

Over a Thousand Cases of Typhoid, 


Malaria and Other Fevers—Im- 


possible for Men to Re- 


cuperate There. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30—The yacht 


May from Porto Eico, brought the re- 
port of the national relief commission. 
The. May left this city Aug. 0 with ^ev- 
ent-y tons of medical supplies, and reach- 
ed Pouce, Porto Kico, Aug. 11. After 
giving the details of the distribution of 
supplies, the report says: "In 
almost 


every instance we found the army sur- 
geons most anxious to have at their dis- 
position money for the purchase of need- 
ed luxuries for the sick and we are most 
happy to report that in. every case we 
were able to meet the demand made upon 
us. There are about sixteen thousand 
American soldiers in Porto Kico, and on 
the day of our departure, Aug. 22, there 
were over a thousand men 011 the sick 
list. Of this number one-half were cases 
requiring prompt and careful treatment. 
There were u largo number of typhoid 
cases, but on the 22d this disease was 
not on the increase, a fact which indi- 
cates malaria was carried from the camps 
at home and is not indigenous to Porto 
Pvico. However, there was a very large 
increase in the eases of Diarrhoea, dysen- 
tery, dengue, brcakbone fever and malar- 
iul disorders, due to the hot, unhealthy 
ruinv season, just commencing, which 
causes the water supply to be tilled with 
malarial germs from the constant drying 


vegetation. 
All 
the medical authorities 
of the 


army in Porto Kico agree 'that the sick 
list is increasing.' and that an 'alarming 
condition may be expected unless the 
war department promptly arranges bar- 
racks for the army of occupation and im- 
mediately provides additional transports 
to remove such of the sick as cam be 
safely transported home. The convales- 
cents and those enervated by the climatic 
conditions. It is impossible for the men 
from northern climate t-o recuperate in 
the tropical country during its most un- 
hcalthful season. 


We cabled the National relief commis- 


sion on the 22d to forward to Porto 
Kico a consignment of light 
groceries, 


such ns condensed milk, cereals, canned 
soup*, clam broth, etc., also pajamas and 
underclothing, 
all of which are

THE TIME. TO- CUT-.TIMBER. 


To Prolong Dnnrt>llity—A "oloablo Ido» 


In ClcurlKic Vp 


' A timber out for purposes whero dura- 
bility is a .consideration is worth from 
t\vo to four times as much if cut be- 
tween July 15 and Aug. 15, as tho same 
would be cnt in January to April. If a 
tree is out after the starch which enters 
into its chemical composition has diang-. 
ed to sugar, say-in Marok, the worms, 
being very fond of this sweet, become 
destructive to tho wood, but if cnt in 
July, after the completion of the spring 
growth, there is 110 sugar in the sap or 
•wood and they'seek some more savory 
food. 
Another reason is because if out 


•when the sap is rich in sugar tho for- 
mentive process changes the sugar into 
an acid, which is the very first; stage of 
decay, and if decay is thus early initiat- 
ed is it any wonder that postB and ties 
do not last as they -would if cut when 
those conditions could not possibly exist? 


Dr. J. F. SacVjorn, \vho hue the fore- 


going to say in Orange Judd Farmer, 
also relates his experience apropos of 
tho same: In 1800 a feuco was sot with 
posts split from an oak cut -when tho 
leaves wore of full size and vigor.. 
Twenty-two years afterward this fence 
was ret'ot with posts cnt in August. Tho 
posts taken tip \vere reset else whero and j 
iaioet of them are doing duty yet. Three 
of tho posts set in 1800 uro in good con- 
dition after doing good service for SB 
years. As a rule a post cut in March 
when full of sugar sap will last only 
ten years. It costs just as much to re- 
pluco a tie or post that will last sny ten 
years as to replace one that will last 
three or four times as long. 
This is 


quite a consideration when wo consider 
that our forests are fast disappearing. 


Timber land out off iu from January 


to April will sprout and grow again, 
because the sap at this season of the 
year is rich iu sugar, to repi-odnce the 
leaves, which are. the lungs as well as 
digoat-ivo organs of vegetation, hut if 
out tho last of July or tho first half of 
August dies because deprived of both. 
Thiy idea is valuable to those who wish 
to destroy certain kinds of trees. 


Prevention ol Files. 


A single stablo in which a horse is 


kept will supply houso flies for an .ex- 
tended neighborhood. People living in 
agricultural communities will probably 
never be rid of tho pest. The entomologist 
of tho department of agriculture .has 
established tho faot thiib treating u 
maunro heap' wi Hi chloride of lime or 
spraying it with kerosene, which is 
afterward washed down with water, 
will prevent the brooding of flies. Un- 
fortunately ho 'has also demonstrated 
that those plans, owing to tho expense 
and labor involved, are impracticable 
for a largo manure pile. Tbo following 
plan was found eminently satisfactory: 
A olosot 6 by S feet had boon built' in 
the corner of tho stublo nearest the 
raauui-o pile. It hud a door opening into 
tho stublo proper and also a window. 
A door was built in tho outside wall of 
this oloset, and- the 'Stablemen wore di- 
rected to throw all of the manure col- 
lected each morning into this oloset, 
the. window of whioh bad boon furnish- 
ed with a wire screen. A barrel of 
chloride of lime was put in tho oornor 
of tho closet. Every morning tko manure 
of tho stable is thrown into tho closet 
and a small shovelful of chloride of 
Jimo is scattered over it. At the expira- 
tion of ten days or two weeks the gar- 
doiiors open the outside door, shovel the 
manure into a curt and carry it off to 
he thrown upon tho grounds. 


Froveotinc Corn Smut. 


For most of the smuts of the other 


cereals there are methods of treating. 
tho seed prior to sowing that, to a great 
degree, preveut the subsequent attack 
of tho fungus, but there appears to be 
110 such means for preventing corn smut, 
A farmers' bulletin says experiments 
havo sbowii that the frequent spraying 
of the plants and ground with any. of 
the bettor kuown fungicides will pre- 
voiit a serious spread of the disease, but 
in practice this will hardly bo warrant- 
ed on account of tho expense of such 
treatment. Possibly a more economical 
and as efficient means to bo recommend- 
ed is the collection and burning of all 
smut masses bdforo they ripen and scat- 
ter their spores. Mnch could be accom- 
plished iu this way by keeping a sharp 
lookout for the smut boils at every cul- 
tivation and at tho harvesting of the 
crop. If attention be paid to tho manuro 
and the smut be collected and destroyed 
as recommended, but little IOBB will bo 
occasioned by corn smnt.

In 


addition to the- dispatch of Gen. Lee. 
Col. Schadel of the regiment ha* again 
wired Gov. Scoflclcl a protest against hav- 
ing the. regiment mustered, out, and iu 
his dispatch he claims to speak for a ma- 
jority of the regiment. This assertion 
is hardly borne out, however, by the 
flood of requests Gov. Scofield is receiv- 
ing daily from members of the families 
of soldiers of the regiment to have, it 
mustered out to save the lives of the .sol- 
diers. These appeals are based on letters 
from .soldiers in tnc regiment to their 
families detailing the serious condition of 
the men. Several letters hare also boon 
received by Gov. Seotielu and Col. Ander- 
son from privates begging them to do 
something to have the regiment brought 
north where they CR.II regain their health. 
These appeals and the facts in the posses- 
sion of Gov. Sco-liold, have decided him 
against ta-king any action to change the 
determination of the war department. 


There is another reason which operates

The Spaniards in tlie Island BCava Had a 


Varied List of MlirfortnneK. 


"The ishind of Puerto Rico" is the sub- 


ject of mi interesting illustrated- article 
by Fred A. Ober . in the Century. Mr. 
Ober says: 


Those early settlers may well have de- 


served their "fate: still, one may hardly 
withhold sympathy from them in taoir 
nmny and varied misfortunes. In 1»15 
they" had a/visitation of ants, which de- 
voured everything before them; and then

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—Dr. Wyman

tliat a case of suspected yellow fever ex- 
ists fit the artillery post s-t 1-ort Point, 
near GaJveston, Texas. There is a dif- 
ference ol opinion as to whether a ca-=e 
of yellow fever exists among the physi- 
cians, the marine hospital surgeon be- 
lieving it is, while tne Galveston health 
officer takes the contrary view. Tlie sLriut- 
est isolation of the case will be cnfo-wed 
until the true diameter of the disease is 
disclosed. A telegram from Dry Tortu- 
gas'states the Pivma from Havana has 
four suspicious cases of yellow fever on 
board. 'Ihe vessel lius been quarantined, 
These are isolated. Dr. Wyman says it 
can easily be handled, and lie expresses 
no fear that tlie dfeciue will spread.

WOMEN IN ARMY UNIFORM. 


Plucky Girls WIio Sorve In tlio Hunts in 


tho Civil War. 


Boston'Herald: 'Many and thrilling 


are the tales told of .the heroism of wo- 
men, of .both of:tho north and south dur- 
ing tlie war of the 'rebellion. Tho women 
of the war may be divided- into three 
classes. The first .included the women 
who served as nurses Hin hospitals1 and on 
tho field of battle. Of these much has 
already been written.. Tlie second elass 
was that very useful body of scouts and 
3-nies, whose dress and actions were ac- 
cording to circumstances. They appear- 
ed .as stylish dames, surrounded by ad- 
mirers, in. tho morning, and in the even- 
ing as dissipated youths, -dropping into 
billiard roams and like resorts to detect 
plots of tiic enemy. 


Those who, fired by burning zeal to 


serve their country, actually donned a 
uniform 
and shouldered "a. musket to 


sorvs the cause formed the third class of 
women of .the war. 
Of these there were 


many more than is generally supposed. 
As far .back as 1363 the Memphis Argus 
published a paragraph of news headed: 
"Death of a Cavalry Soldior Who Prov- 
ed to be a Woman." It read: 


"A short time since a soldier belonging 


to a Missouri cavalry regiment was' en- 
tered at tho 'Overtoil Hospital' for treat- 
ment for .fever contracted in camp. The 
soldior died, but not before it had been 
revealed that the supposed young man. 
was a woman. - She'had followed her lov- 
er into the army, and to be near him 
hod, willingly braved the dangers of bat- 
tlefield and borne the hardships n.nd ex- 
posures of campai m- life.' Her years

ENEMIES -OP THE TOMATO." 


Inieot Pents, PnnBOS» BlscaMB nnd Timely 


Prewntlre Me»»uro«. 


An insaot past of" the tomato, which 


frequently does great 'damage to tbo 
early market crop, is .the tomato worm. 
It is also known aa.tbo "corn worm" in 
the north and the "boll worm" in tho 
south. This -worm bores into the ripen- 
ing tomato and is thus' difficult to 'deal 
with directly. The caterpillar that ma- 
tures in corn in September or early Oo- 
tobor goes undsr ground and changes to 
a pupa, .passing the winter in this con- 
dition 
If tbe ground remains undis- 


turbed! • tho 
moth 
appears in early, j 


spring nnd Jays* .its eggs' upon•. such 
plants as it can find, and early tomato 
plants are among its favorites. The cat- 
erpillars bore at first into tho sterns^ but 
always attack the fruit as soon, as it is 
set and continue their ravages as. long 
as fruit .remains.. Because they.cannot 
b« treated except by picking and de- 
stroying fruit, tho only practical meth- 
od suggested' is. to fall plow all corn- 
fields upon which tomatoes are to fol- 
low. 
.The fall plowing breaks up the 


eartUon cells in which the pupcs reat 
and results ia almost every instance in 
causing their'death. The pest ia not 60 
serious where corn has not been previ- 
ously grown, in which caso tho necessi- 
ty for fall plowing is not so great; still 
inasmuch as the practice is a good one 
in any caso it is to bo recommended 
•where trouble from this .pest, occurs. 


Another pest, quite serious in some 


sections, is tho Colorado potato beetle, 
•which attacks tho young plants as-soon 
as they are set and often does consider- 
able damage. Here of course before fruit 
has sot, the usual remedy may bo ap- 
plied—namely, spraying with arsenites 
at the rate of .one pound in.75 to 100 
gallons of water, in the same manner .us 
for tho destruction of . the. beetles when, 
tronblesomo on potatoes. A large green 
insect,, called the -'"sphinx, caterpillar, ' 
often does considerable injury. This in- 
sect is an external feeder^ and tbo sim- 
plest remedy is to hand pick. 


In the-northern. United States, tbo

spent. I might say that we never sow 
anything else but corn land, and this is 
the way we do it: Our corn is kept cul- , 
tivated all through July aud August, | 
and not a weed is allowed to grow. Thia 
freq.uent cultivation not only helps to 
make a hotter corn : crop, but keeps the 
ground clean aud mellow and helps to 
conserve the moisture, which will be

The last weok in August we com- 


mence the final preparation of the 
ground for wheat. We use cultivators 
with five teeth or shovels not-lees than 
four inches wide. Our cultivators are 
set wido enough to reach across by go- 
ing twice in a row- We go through .both 
ways twice in a row and then finish 
for tho drill by going onoe in a row 
•with a 18 or 14 tooth cultivator set 
wide enough to complete a row at'once 
through..

that is, before the'grain has any ohauce 
.to become thoroughly wet by ruins or 
damaged by field mice, and ic is also 
better to thrash grain from the field be- 
fore it becomes so dry that it will shat- 
ter out when handling.' When making 
up tho complement of men required for 
this work, ic is economical to have 
enough hands to' do the work expedi- 
fciousiy, and sufficient teams should bo 
on hand to fetch in the graiii as fast as 
it cau bo handled at tho machine, that 
tbaro may bo no waiting;, also wo wish 
to caution our readers against careless 
storage of grain that is thus.,thrashed 
ont.

Hi» 
frankness is shown in his speeches, 
notably that one in which he told some 
thousands of farmers that they grumble 
too much about the prosperity of others, 
corporations, otc.

I suspect the veto 
of some of the bills that have made him. 
trouble was rooted in a desire to show 
that he could not be driven. Governor 
Scofleld has a soft heart.

I should think 
the easiest way to move him would be 
to touch his sympathies. This explains 
some of his appointments that dis- 
appointed people. He does not always 
live up to his visions. He has some- 
times outlined recommendations and 
policies that If executed • would

master-stpokes. He is apt to drop these, 
lacking I presume, tbe persistent will 
cower to put them through. A sood 
deal has been said in this administra- 
tion of establishing a civil service in 
the capital and especially in the state 
institutions.

Luzon once in this century; the- plague, 
never. Even leprosy, not uncommon in 
tropical lands, is exceedingly rare.

Iresh, cool the atmosphere. An excel- 
lent natural drainage and heavy rains, 
when it does rain, prevent malaria and 
the 
dysenteric 
troubles 
peculiar to 


warm countries. 
The Spaniards and I 


natives suffer considerably from small- 
pox. They object to vaccination and I 
regard the practice as contrary to the 
will of heaven. They believe It Ineffi- 
cient, especially ever since an impecuni- 
ous American adventurer reaped a gold- 
en harvest by vaccinating-2.000 credu- 
lous victims with condensed milk! 


Most of our satlora and soldiers have 


been vaccinated, and, although nothing 
has been published by the authorities,, 
it is fair to presume that the surgeons 
have attended to all who are not proof 
against the loathsome malady. 


There is tropical fever In tho Philip- 


pines, -but It is.not as dangerous and 
seldom lasts more than four or five 
days. It Is quickly dispelled by quinine 
or by the old fashioned treatment with 
a little arsenic and calomel. 


The task of establishing government 


in the Philippines is difficult, partly be- 
cause of the malign influence of Spain's 
administration and partly because of 
tho polyglot population. The. popular 
belief that the Filipinos are a single 


part of the world she may be. at least 
once a.month. The articles of war are

• When the_morn!ng for the ceremonies 
arrives, all officers and men are expect- 
ed to 'go to their quarters fitted out In 
their best uniforms.

o'clock when the boatswain's mate pipes 
riia whistle and passes the word through 
the ship, "All hands to 'quarters." All 
the men. except the sick, anS if at sea 
the few men that are necessary to keep - 
the ship going, repair aft to the quarter 
deck. As the men in the different'di- 
visions reach the deck they are placed 
in long ranks on the port side, facing 
the officers, who have taken up a posl- : 
tion on the starboard side. The officers

Then the ceremonies commence. The 


executive officer takes a position in 
front of and facing the captain and.

-Si- 
lence reigns fore and aft. and one of the 
prettiest as well as most imposing 
scenes on a warship is then witnessed.
